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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
William Holt on August 2, 2005 . 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 23, lines 2-3, delete "including soot" 

Claim 23, line 14, delete "such as selectively to", and insert -so as to selectively — 
Claim 34, line 16, delete "such as", and insert -including — 
Claim 38, line 13, delete "such as selectively to", and insert -so as to selectively — 
v Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record to have a non-thermal plasma reactor as 
claimed by Applicant in claim 38 or a method of treating gases which contain nitrogen oxides, 
carbonaceous particulates, hydrocarbons, and other residual constituents as claimed by Applicant 
in claim 23. 

3. Palekar does not disclose the active material of the bed to include silver doped alumina. 
US 6,176,078 Bl to Balko et al. (Balko) discloses a silver aluminate catalyst for improving 
nitrogen oxide reduction (col. 7, 1. 58-63), but the catalyst is not silver DOPED alumina, but 
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rather a silver compound. Modifying Palekar or Balko to utilize silver doped alumina as the 
active material would require hindsight. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
